The third part of the book consists of a chapter on Fertilization and Hybri- 
dization. 

The whole science of vital phenomena is contained in what De Vries calls the 
Pangen, a special hereditary character, which may be made the object of experi- 
mental treatment in animals as well as in plants. It is a most attractive theory, and 
the book is so truly scientific in its simple language and reverential spirit as to be 
easily read and understood by the layman in science as well as the scholar ; and 
the preacher as well as the plant breeder will find in it many fine inspirations.
